SIR JOHN SIMON’S 
STATEMENT

I” the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Lansbury, leader of the Opposi- 
tion, asked the Foreign Secretary whether 
he had any statement to make on the 
recent breach of the peace in the Saar, in 
which a British member of the Saar Police 
Force was concerned. | 

Sir John Simon replied that the Saar 
Police Force was under the sole authority 
of the Saar Governing Commission. His 
Majesty’s Government had no responsi- 
bility either for the recruitment or the 
selection of its members. The despatch to 
the Saar of the international force had no 
connection with the Saar police. 

He regretted to learn, he continued, that 
an incident had occurred in the streets of 
Saarbrucken arising out of the mounting 
on the pavement of a car driven by an 
officer of the Saar police, with the result 
that a member of the public standing on 
the pavement was injured. This caused 
the gathering of a crowd, which assumed 
a threatening attitude towards’ the 
occupants of the car, and particularly to 
the officer in question. 

The matter came to blows, and one or 
two revolver shots were fired. The police 
officer was set upon by the crowd and 
had to be taken to hospital. The Govern- 
ing Commission had issued special 
instructions for a prompt and thorough 
investigation. . 

The. police officer concerned had been 
suspended until the matter had been 
cleared up. As the matter was still 
sub judice, said the Foreign Secretary, he 
was unable to make any further statement, 
except to say that wherever the blame 
might be found to lie, an incident of this 
kind was exceedingly unfortunate. There 
was no reason to anticipate political com- 
plications. Neither . the. international 
force nor the British contingent had any 
connection whatever with the matter. 


NOT FOR BRITAIN 


Mr. Lansbury asked whether it would 
not be better that the international force 
should be under the same jurisdiction as 


the Saar police, instead of having two 
cosmopolitan forces under. different 
control. 


Sir John Simon replied that he did not 
think that it rested upon the British 
Government to decide the matter, which, 
he thought, might be left. with confidence 
in the hands of the Governing Commis- 
sion to deal with prudently and properly.

Mr. Justice, who has been relieved ol 
his functions pending the outcome of the 
affair, is being treated as a civilian in the 
case. 


POLICE INVESTIGATE 


The police earlier to-day began their 
investigations into the incident, and heard 
several witnesses. They will report to the 
Public Prosecutor’s department. 

Although all is quiet in Saarbrucken 
this evening, a certain animosity regard- 
ing the English is evident among sections 
of the population. 

Lord Aylesford, who was with Mr. 
Justice at the time of the incident, is 
now quite well, apart from a number of 
bruises which he received when attacked 
by the crowd. The electrician, Neumeister, 
who was slightly wounded by one of the 
bullets fired, is progressing very well. 

Frau Steig, the woman whose foot was 
injured during the incident, is still in

Counsel declared that after the National- 
Socialists came into power in Germany 
there were hostile demonstratiops by para- 
military bodies in East Prussia, and de- 
tachments of Storm Troops composed of 
subjects of the Memel territory were 
formed with the ultimate object of a 
march on the. territory. i 

A certain municipal councillor of Tilsit. 
East Prussia, he stated, was appointed 
a special Nasi Commissar for the terr!- 
tory. The National-Socialist Party then 
entered into close relations with the 
National-Socialist organisations in Memel 
and prepared for an armed rising. 

The plan, declared counsel, was for a 
sudden assault on the barracks of the 
territory, whereupon Storm Troops would 
enter Memel from Germany and assist the 
insurgents. : 

A document alleged to have been written 
by ‘the head of the Socialist vos gS 
Community, Herr Herbst, was quoted, in 
which he said: ‘‘Our youth must be 
trained, so that at a sign from the chief 
several thousand men can come on to the 
streets.”’

CANADIAN POLICE 
ALLEGATION

Police charges of the existence of a 
5,000,000 dollar rum-running scheme had 
its sequel in the Court here to-day when 
a cash bill of 100,000 dollars (£20,000) 
each was demanded of several of the sixty- 
one accused in the affair. 

One woman was among fifteen others 
who surrendered to the mounted police to- 
day and are duly being arraigned. 

The mounted police allege that the 

alcohol was smuggled from England and 
France to Canada during the period when 
prohibition was in force in the United 
States and then fabricated into Canadian 
whiskey. Afterwards, it is alleged, it was 
skipped to the French possessions of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, and then sent back 
to the United States via ‘‘Rum Row.” 
‘ It is claimed that the alleged smugglers 
thus avoided the duty of nine dollars a 
gallon and the additional export tax of 
twenty cents a gallon.

Brennan was agency manager for the 
Hibernian Insurance Company up to the 
time of its change of control in 1925, when 
he resigned and founded the firm of 
Messrs. Brennan and Co.

IRISH VESSEL 
BLAMED 
JUDGMENT IN COLLISION

A collision in the English Channel, 
south of Start Point, Devon, on May 10th 
last, between H.M.S. Whirlwind and ss. 
Luimneach, which is owned by the 
Limerick Steam Ship Co.,' Ltd., of 
Limerick, had a sequel in the Admiralty 
Division to-day, before Mr. Justice 
Langton, in a claim for damages. 

Plaintiffs, the Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, claimed damages from the 
shipping company, alleging that the 
collision was caused by the negligent navi- 
gation or management of the Irish vessel. 
The defence was a denial of the allega- 
tions, and it was contended that the 
collision was brought about by negligence 
on board the Whirlwind, a torpedo boat 
destroyer. 

H.M.S. Whirlwind was bound from 
Lamlash to Sheerness, and the Luimneach 
from Amsterdam to Limerick with coal. 
The weather was foggy, and when the 
ships were a few miles south of Start 
Point the Whirlwind saw the other vessel] 
on the starboard bow. Later, it was 
stated by witnesses from the Whirlwind, 
the Luimneach swung to port without re- 
ducing speed. She checked her swing, but 
continued to approach, and collided with 
the Whirlwind, causing damage. 

The Luimneach’s case was that the 
destroyer altered course, and proceeding 


at a fast speed, collided with the 
Luimneach. 

Mr. Justice Langton, at the conclusion 
of the evidence, decided tha: the 


Luimneach was alone to blame for the 
collision, mainly because while blowing 
her starboard signal she went to port. 

Judgment was entered accordingly for 
the Commissioners of the Admiralty with 
costs,

AMENDMENTS FOR 

REPORT STAGE 


INFORMATION BUREAU

HE Citizenship Bill will be one of the 
first items on the Order Paper of the 
Dail to-day. It now has reached the 
Report stage, for which nine amendments 
have been put down by President de 
Valera. 

One of these amendments proposes to 
change the short title of the bill, which 


hitherto has been ‘‘ The Citizenship 
Bill.” Now, as a concession to those who 
complained that ‘nationality’’ was 


generally ignored, the Act, when passed, 
is to be cited as the “ Irish Nationality 
and Citizenship Act.”’ 
In Section 2, which deals with natural- 
born citizens, certain restrictions respect- 
ing a person born outside the Free State 
on or after 6th Deeember, 1922, and before 
the passing of this Act, whose father was 
a citizen of the Free State, are to be re- 
moved, and such person must be declared 
a natural-born citizen. 

Other proposed amendments 
Sections 7, 11, 17 and 18. 


BILLS PENDING 


After the Citizenship Bill is concluded 
it 1s proposed to take the Rates on Agricul- 
tural Land Bill, the Imposition of Duties 
Bill, the Estimates, and probably the 
Milk Bill. 

In view of the amount of criticism that 
may be forthcoming on these matters, some 
doubt is expressed as to the possibility of 
the House being able to rise on Wednes- 
day. On the motion for the adjournment 
it 1s usual to allow several hours for a 
general debate on Government policy 
during the session which is about to close. 
For this reason it is thought that the 
House may not be able to adjourn before 
Thursday.

PROGRAMME AND 
PLAN 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
remarks:—The political atmosphere is 
burdened with programmes and rumours 
of programmes and demands for pro- 
grammes, although the general election is 
still a great way off. A supporter of the 
Government recently asked whether, when 
the time comes for an appeal to the 
country, the Government will rely upon a 
programme or a record. The form of the 
question seemed to imply the necessity for 
a choice between these alternatives, 
whereas, in fact, they are not alternatives 
at all. An appeal to the electorate may 
clearly be made upon both a record and a 
programme. The one in no way invali- 
dates the other, provided that the two 
agree. Departmentally the Government 
are active and progressive. But is that 
enough? Is there not occasion for a 
rounded policy, the several parts of which 
are related to each other, and consistent 
as a whole? The persistence of unemploy- 
ment has contributed very largely to the 
downfall of the last two Governments, and 
it constitutes a menace even to a Govern- 
ment which has fostered industry in many 
ways in order to enlarge the field of em- 
ployment. A poster announcing the great 
recovery that has taken place and the 
increase of 900,000 in the number of em- 
ployed persons does not dissipate the army 
of more than 2,000,000 persons who are 
nevertheless unemployed. It is desirable 
that we should have more knowledge of 
this section of the population. 

The statistics of the Ministry of Labour 
show the industries to which they are 
nominally attached, and that they are to 
a large extent the surplus workpeople in 
our old exporting trades and sea transport. 
But when the possibilities’ of reemploy- 
ment are being considered, it is necessary 
to know their ages and physical fitness, 
their yualifications in skill or lack of 
skill, and their suitability for any other 
industrial occupation in competition with 
the young men who are coming along. 
Although the numbers remain the same 
the unemployment problem may itself be 
changing with the passing of time. The 
employment capacity of the industries in 
the depressed areas has been surveyed, 
and a similar survey for the country, as 
a whole, could be made without much 
difficulty by the Ministry of Labour. By 
this means and an analysis of the present 
employability of the severely unemployed, 
the nature of the residual problem could 
be more exactly ascertained. 

Whether working or not, the whole 
population has to be maintained. That is 
accepted policy. The chronically un- 
employed are being maintained as with a 
pension, but are being overtaken, never- 
theless, by physical and spiritual decay. 
Are they, in fact, the men who should be 
pensioned. The work may be in the wrong 
hands, and the pensions in the wrong 
pockets. Again, because thousands of 
men are living where there is inadequate 
employment, the question of location of 
industries cannot be passed over, simply 
because it is difficult. Planning is a word 
that can be bandied about to little pur- 
pose, but the Government’s policies 
require a cohesion and direction that 
will make them a plan, and one that can 
be expressed in terms of social well- 
being, as well as industrial output and 
profit.

POSSIBILITY OF A BARTER 
AGREEMENT

S announced in the Irish Times yester- 
day, three representatives of the 
German Government arrived in Dublin 
yesterday morning to continue the negotia- 
tions for a trade agreement with the Irish 
Free State. They are Dr. Hemmen, Herr 
Miller and Herr von Sisskind. 
They were received by President de 
Valera during the morning, and in the 
afternoon in the Council Chamber at 
Government Buildings they met the Free 
State representatives who were recently 
in Berlin in connection with the same 
matter. These were Mr. R C. Ferguson, 
Assistant Secretary, Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce; Mr. J. V. Fahy, 
of the Trade Section, External Affairs, 
and Mr. W. Adams, of the Department 
of Agriculture. Mr. Joseph P. Walshe, 
Secretary, Department of External Affairs, 
and other officials were present.

INCREASING TRADE 


The Free State’s trade with Germany 
is at present fairly substantial, and is 
steadily increasing, both in exports and 
imports. In the matter of imports from 
Germany the Free States trade is 
enormously greater than the value of the 
Ea which Germany takes from here. 
for instance, in the ten months of the 
present year ending on 3lst October the 
Free State imported goods to the value of 
£1,987,426, as against £117,974 which 
Germany took from the Free State. Both 
these figures show an increase as compared 
with the same period last year. 
Germany’s imports are mainly cattle 
and wool, while the range of the Free 
State’s imports includes coal, electrical 
equipment and a large variety of miscel- 
laneous goods, 


MONEY DIFFICULTY 


Germany 's difficulty, as has already 
appeared from her negotiations with other 
countries, is due to the scarcity of money, 
and the restrictions with which the export 
of money are surrounded. No doubt, the 
possibility of barter—that is, the payment 
of goods by goods—will be considered in 
any scheme for a trade agreement which 
may be concluded.

Dr, Wall, Bishop of Thasos, who, robed in 
cope and mitre, bearing his crozier and 
followed by cross bearer and acolytes, and 
many priests, blessed every part of the 
building in the presence of a distinguished 
as embly. 
The Bishop, after the religious ceremony, 
presided at a gathering which was too large

IRELAND’S FINE TRADITION 


Dr. Wall, in opening the meeting, said 
that he must first express regret at the in- 
ability of the Archbishop of Dublin to be 
present. His Grace was the Patron of the 
hospital, and took a very keen interest in 
its work. The provision of a hospital of 
this kind was only carrying on the traditions 
of the Church, which, from the earliest 
times, had taken special care of the poor 
and the sick. Ireland had a fine tradition 


of hospital work. They had it recorded 
that in the Third Century B.C. the Princess 
Macha established a hospital in Armagh, and 
from the earliest Christian period their 


annals were rich In references to hospitals 
established here and on many parts of the 
Continent wherever Insh missioners found 
their way. 

There was a double blessing on those in 
charge of maternity hospitals. In all cases 
two lJives depended on their care and skill. 
As one who had lived in the district almost 
since the foundation of the hospital, he could 
pay a ‘tribute to the high’ regard in 
which the hospital and its staff 
was held by the public. He knew the excel- 
lent and efficient work done there, and he 
knew that, whem the occasion called for it, 
doctors and nurses altached to the hospital 
were always ready to display a heroic spirit 
of self-sacrifice worthy of the high traditions 
of a noble profession. 


THE NEW HOSPITAL 

This new building would be a magnificent 
hospital. In that hospital the laws of God 
would be maintained. Nothing would be 
taught there contrary to God's laws and in- 
consistent with morality. In the past this 
hospital had dope wonderful work that. had 
attracted world-wide attention, although han- 
dicapped by serious difficulties. Now, with 


. greater facilities, he looked forward to it not 


only maintaining its good name and fame, 
but to its increasing that fame 

Mr. R. Byrne, architect of the hospital, 
then presented his lordship with a gold key, - 


and the Bishop declared the hospital open. 


COST OF THE BUILDING 

Mr. James J. Davy, M.A., Hon. Secretary 
to the hospital, read a statement dealing in 
detail with the origin of the new building. 
He especially mentioned that it was mainly 
electric in its fitting and operative processes 
to the extent of being described as “all. 
electric.” The building that they now opened 
was a first section, which had been erected at 
the cost of £177,600. They had, he said, 
towards that expenditure received £163,000 
from the Hospitals’ Sweepstake funds, so 
that a further sum of £14,600 was required 
to pay for the section of the hospital opened 
that dav. The final section had not been, 
commenced. 

‘The plans and estimates had been prepared 
at an estimated cost of £65,000. Therefore 
another £70.600 was needed to complete the 
hospital. The total cost, he said, would 
amount to £242,600,-and when it was ex- 
pended Tréland. would have a national hos- 
pital second to ‘none. 


HELP OF THE SWEEPSTAKES 

Lord Powerscourt, Chairman of the Hos- 
pitals’ Trust, said that he had watched this 
great. hospital grow and grow, and had drunk 
cee~ly of satisfaction in seeing so beaut- 
ful a building erected.

He had seen that magnifi- 
cent pile arising and knew that every penny 
had been provided by the Sweepstakes. As 
chairman of that concern, would anyone 
grudge him that day his happiness in the 
achievement. God grant that they would 
be able to complete their task, and in the 
course of the next few years make enough 
money to rebuild, reorganise and unify the 
whole hospital system of this country. 

If for some unfereseen reason people should 
cease to take an interest in the Sweepstakes, 
and they failed, he was not ashamed to look 
any man in the face. and sav that thev were 
richt in their policy, and right to decide on 
Sweepstakes, for how otherwise could such 
a magnificent building as that which. was 
opened to-dav have ever been contemplated 
withdut the Sweepstakes. To two men there, 
was due a debt of national gratitude.

THE FUTURE

Dr. Coffey, President of University College,

WO notices of motion handed in by Dr. 
Morgan Good for. yesterday 's meeting 
of the Dublin County Council, declar-

STRANGE STORIES OF . 
‘OLD HOUSES

bells, To the’ great-uncle s nurse one night, 
disturbed by the mysterious knocking, there 
stone the spirit of one Kitty Mulvaney, 

ich subsequently vanished ‘through a 
window. Then as a child the lecturer herself 
later heard distinetly the voice of her dead 
great-aunt calling through the house a favourite 
name, and with the frightened, white-faced 
aunt, who had also heard, she fled to the 
safer side of the iront door. Ungentle 
spirits in ‘this house nad always been wont, 
in a Fer top room, to turn the bed 
around and whip off the coverings; two 


the unpopular room were next morning found 
asleep in the drawing-room. They were loth 
to i but intimated that they had been 
— y ejected from their chosen sleeping: 
place. 7 


CLARENDON STREET 

In. Clarendon. street. sixty years ago there 
was a peculiar happening in a house. A 
shower of stones, which broke the windows 
and littered the floors inside, could not be 
seen to be thrown by mortal means; large 
crowds gathered and saw the phenomenon 
actually occur over a period of many minutes. 


‘It was discovered late: that a man who had 


been in the house a short time previously 
died about the time cf the mysterious event. 

‘A gentleman named Corneill’’ was the 
ghostly tenant of a house in Upper Camden 
‘Street. Once he owned it. After death (the 
story runs) he ernie in spectral form and 
nientioned that he so loved his formér home 
‘that he intended to remain in it for ever. 
Certainly none but suiviving members of his 
tair eould occupy his former bedroom with 
any chance of undisturbed sleep. 

Curtains drawn up by unseen hands, the 
sound Of shattering glass, without the seeing of 
it, @ terrific crash, and a deafening explosion 

features. of an unenjoyable few 
moments spent. by two young men in a 
Georgian mansion’ stanc-- in its own 
‘grounds, near Kimmage. Later they found 
the date 1745 and four names—two in Irish, 
two in English—written with a diamond upon 
the window that ‘seemed to, and did not, 
break. These Kimmage occurrences coincided 
goeisty ‘with the midnight striking of the 

athmines Town Hall clock. 

Even Grafton’ street, our elegant thorough- 
fare, is not immune from inelegant spooks. 
It was in a house there that the lecturer’s 
grandmother was surprised by the ghost of 
“a gentleman with a red beard and a very 
wh..2 face “; and in Johns.on’s court were 
queer premises, where absolutely unaccount- 
able knocks and footsteps were heard daily 
and nighfly. 

In Whitworth road was a house, the 
occupier of which had to leave it one night 
in every year; for on that night, the anniver- 
sary of a foul murder, now forty years past, 
the gruesome incidents were re-enacted. 
“matter of fact husband and wife, who 
live in Haddington road, have been disturbed 
of nights and have seen a '"“ vapoury, 
luminous globe" which moves about their 
room for some little space befsre disappearing 
into thin air. . : 

The most impressive story of the lecturer’s 
‘remarkable collection was that of the girl- 
pupil of 'a famous college outside Dublin ”’ 
who stepped aside and opened a door for a 
strange nun. A girl-companion could not 
see the apparition. It disappeared, but the 
description was found to coincide with that 
of a nun now twenty years dead. | 

The lecturer offered no explanation of the 
apparently supernatural sights and sounds she 
had described, and the audience was leit 
wit Shakespea.a’s. saying; - here are more 
things in heaven and earth .....”’

'IN the Northern Senate this afternoon 
Seuator J. G. Leslie moved an amend- 
ment to the Agricultaral Marketing (Pig 

Industry). Bul providing that no regulations 
for the marketing or packing of pigs or 
bacon-should be made so as to interfere with 
the lawful use by any person of a particular 
mark or brand for h’s trade or business. 

Viscount Charlemont leader of the House, 

indicated that he accepted the amendment 
on behalf of the Government. 


SALES BY BOARD 

On consideration of Clause 8, Viscount 
Charlemont moved the addition of the follow- 
ing sub-section :-—‘‘ Nothing in Section 5 or 
Section 7 of this Act shall operate so as to 
render it unlawful for the Pigs Marketing 
Board, acting under or in pursuance of the 
pigs marketing scheme. to se!l pigs, or any 
description of pigs, belonging to any grade 
at such price or on such terms as the said 
Board may from tim to time determine, or 
for any person to buy those pigs from the 
said Board.”’ 

He said that.the object of this new .sub; 
section was not to place the Pigs Marketing 
Board outside the jurisdiction of the Pi 
Industry Council in regard to the fixing o 
prices, but to ensure that the Board would 
uot be. handicapped in what.would now be 
its primary function of .marketing surplus 

s whieh were offered to it by purchasers 
who could. not sell these pigs to curers or to 
pig exporters. 

THE FIXED PRICE 

The Pigs Marketing Board had a duty of 
aire surplus pigs from registered. pro: 

cers, provided that these pigs were offered 
to it_alive.. In purchasing shone surplus pigs 
the Board would require to pay a price fixed 
by the Pig Industry Council, so that ‘the 
purchasers would be assured that they would 
always have in the Pigs Board a tuyer for 
their: pigs at the price fixed by 
the Government. These surplus pigs 
parsaness by the Board would normally 

exported to Great Britain and. sold 
to eurers there generally at a. lass, 
except in so far as it might be reduced by 
occasional profit:. It would then be recouped 
by means of a trading levy imposed by the 
Pigs Board, under the authority of an order 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, made under 
the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933. 

COMMITTEE STAGE PASSED 
In practice; however, it might be desirable 
that the Pigs Board, instead of exporting 
surplus pigs itself should sell these pigs to 
dealers im Northern Ireland, who, by virtue 
of their knowledge of the requirements of the 
pig trade in Great Britain; might be able to 
dispose of ‘these pigs to better advantage than 
the Pigs Board-could do itself. i 
The bill, as amended, passed the Committee 
stage. 

The Diseases of Animals (Dairy Cattle) Bill 
passed the Committee stage, and the Consoli- 
dated Fund Bill was given a second reading.

CZECHOSLOVAK GLASS 
AND PORCELAIN 


——— 


LOAN EXHIBITION TO BE 
SEEN IN DUBLIN 


This afternoon in the Rotunda Room of 
the National Museum, Dublin, the official 
opening will take piace of a small temporary 
loan exhibition of Czechoslovak glass and 
porcelain. This is the first exhibition of the 
kind in recent years, and is in fulfilment of 
one of the avowed objects of museums 
yenerally—-to attract visitors by showing 
examples of industrial art from all parts of 
the world. : 

Bohemia has long been famed for indus- 
trial arts, and especially for the production 
of glass, which began to flourish in the 
twelfth century. It was not, however, till 
the sixteenth century that Bohemian glass 
acquired an international reputation—above 
all, for ornamental crystal and coloured 
glass and that decorated by cutting, print- 
ing or engraving—and it was not till the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries that 
this supremacy was seriously threatened by 
competition with English and French work. 
Bohemia was, however, quick to adopt rew 
techniques and fashions, and it is this same 
intelligent. outlook which guides their in- 
dustry to-day. 

Moreover, the present Czechoslovak 
Government gives every assistance possible 
in order to maintain and further to raise 
the standard’ of the national manufacture, 
both on the technical and artistic sides. 
This is done through specialised training in 
schools devoted to that purpose, and it s 
specimens of the work of two of these 
centres that are now being shown in the 
exhibition. 

The glass schools represented are those of 
Zelezny Brod, founded in 1920. and the 
somewhat older establishment of Kamenicky 
Senov (or Steinschénau). Though the 
collection is, naturally, not exhaustive, it is 
sufficient to give an idea of the trend of the 
industry in Czechoslovakia to-day, both as 
regards the development of modern styles 
and the revival and adaptation of new ones. 

The porcelain manufacture in Czecho- 
slovakia is also illustrated by work from the 
school of Karlovy Vary (or Carlsbad) and 
the State Technical School of Prague, where 
a similar training is provided in all essentials 
ef ceramic art. Thus, of the four schools 
represented, there are two where the Czech 
lan e is the medi of instruction and. 
two where the German lan e is used. 

The National Museum is in to the 
courtesy of the Czechoslovak Government 
for the loan of all the specimens in the

Promising Steeplechasers and 
Hurdlers at Narraghmore

R. W. W. ASHE, whose record as a 
M trainer has been one of remarkable 
consistency, has at preseni a much 
more pron ‘ising tean. of young hurdlers and 
‘chasers than I have seen at Narraghmore 
for quite a long time, and, with ordinary 
luck, several of them should strike winning 
form early in the new year. Very little is 
known about them by the general public, as 
considerably more than 50 per cent. of those 
included in the appended lst have not been 
in training many months and have not yet 
«appeared on a racecourse 

Mr. Ashe has in Mr, Gaynus, Tragedian, 
Shanty, Red Ashes, and Spin Spin a quin- 
tette as good-looking as I have ever seen. 
They have all been broken during the ace 
jour or five months, and already show 
tremendous promise on the training ground, 

Shanty is by Cottage out of Hopscotch, 
a mare who has om numerous good wil- 
vers. He stands fully seventeen hands on 
wonderfully good jegs, and looks the part of 
a high-class ‘chaser. I believe no obstacle 
is too big for him, and that his jumping is 
impressively clean ‘and clever. Shanty will 
contest many of the £200 steeplechases for 
maidens during the spring, and it will take 
a really good one to beat him, 

Tragedian is also a very handsome see 
and a fine jumper. Mr. Ashe thinks high 
of him, and has already refused a big offer 
from a croes-C hannel owner. 

Spin Spin is a sharp, active fellow, and 
will run for the first time at Leopardstown, 
where he should be prominent in the 
Stillorgan Flat Race, as he looks pretty for 
ward in condition. The son of Linby and 


Turnover has been well schooled by his 
owner-trainer, and will make a nice steeple- 
chaser later on. So, too, will Mr, Gaynus,

The Pauper, who won at Leopardstown 
during the back-end, is making up into a 
grand three-year-old, and with Shah Abbas and 
Gay Gossoon, who were backward during 
the season, will surely pay his way in the 
ext campaign.

Cook darted im, to score with a left 
hook, but in attempting the same punch 
again he slipped to the boards. Petersen's 
left hand came into the picture and three 
smashing punches found the mark. Cook 
sought an opening, but the champion was 
not to be lured into trouble.

During the month ended 30th November, 
1934, there were shipped to Great Britain and 
the Isle of Man from Irish Free State ports 
50,652 cattle (compared with 79,714 in 1933). 
17,256 sheep (compared with 19,607), 10,323 
pigs (compared with 6,537), 404 horses (com- 
pared with 566). 

From Northern Ireland ports there were 
shipped 30,161 cattle (compared with 24,163 
in 1935), 5,845 sheep (compared with 7,204), 
5,657 pigs (compared with 6,788). 370 horses 
(compared with 186). 

From Dublin there were shipped also 223 fat 
cattle, 191 horses to Antwerp, 102 fat cattle

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DISTURBANCES 
AT WORTHING 


SIR O. MOSLEY ON 
TRIAL 


SS: OSWALD MOSLEY, leader of the 


British Union of Fascists, appeared 

before Mr. Justice Branson, at the 
Sussex Assizes, at Lewes, yesterday, having 
been charged with riotous assembly, after a 
Fascist meeting in the Worthing Pier 
Pavilion, on Tuesday, October 9. . 

The other defendants were—-William Joyce 
who had been described as - Director of 
Fascist Propaganda; Captain Charles Henry 
Bentinck-Budd, described as Blackshirt 
Officer for the West Sussex Area, and Ber- 
nard Mullan, stated to be a Fascist storeman. 

All of the defendants had been on bail, 
and all pleaded not guilty. 

This is not a political prosecution, and it 
has nothing to do with politics, Mr. John 
Flowers, K.C. (prosecuting), said to the 
jury. It is a prosecution which is being 
liacbed by the West Sussex police, in the 
course of their duties, to deal with what the 
prosecution will suggest to you was a very 
disgraceful, discreditable and violent state of 
affairs in the streets of Worthing. He sub- 
mitted that the “ violence and riot” were 
due to the defendants. 

Mr. J. Pritchard, assistant manager of a 
business at Worthing, said that he was out- 
side the pavilion when Sir Oswald Mosley 
came out. There were about twenty Black- 
shirts behind Sir Oswald. I was pushed, from 
behind, up against Sir Oswald, Mr. Pritchard 
said, and he struck me on the lip and bruised 
it. I got out of the crowd and went home. 
The witness added that the crowd was sing- 
ing ‘Poor old Mosley’s got the wind up.” 

Did you hear them singing— 

“ One, two, three, four, five, 
We want Mosley. dead or alive.”’ 

Witness— Yes. 

Mr. John Henry Russell, of Dean road, 
Worthing, said that Sir Oswald Mosley 
struck out” when the crowd surged for- 
ward. He saw him hit one man. 

Police Constable Desmond Lovell said that 
he saw Budd strike a man. 

Mr. Francis William Skilton, of Normandy 
road, Worthing, said that he was struck on 
the back of the neck, was hit on the jaw— 
and then did not remember any more. He 
did not know who delivered the blows. 

Mr. John Burts, articled clerk to a solicitor, 
said that he saw Mr. Skilton struck by three 
men in black shirts. He also saw a woman 
cuffed by a Fascist. 

The trial was adjourned till to-day, the 
defendants being allowed bail.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
ASSISTANCE 
REGULATIONS 

CRITICISED 


AN UNFORESEEN 
ADJOURNMENT 


From Oug PARLAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Mr. Oliver Stanley (Minister of Labour) 
to-day asked the House of Commons to 
approve the draft Unemployment Assistance 
Regulations made under the recent Act. 
There were several amendments on the paper, 
but the Speaker ruled all but two of them out 
of order, on the ground that modification of 
the regulations was not permissible. 

Mr. Stanley said that, if the regulations 
were approved, the first appointed day on 
which the Unemployment Assistance Board 
would become responsible for those now in 
receipt of transitional benefit would be 
January 7th. The Government had no 
hesitation in reaffirming the principle that 
the State, in dispensing money, had a duty, 
not only to those to whom money was given, 
but to those from whom money was collected, 
The allowance of 24s. per week for man and 
wife was equal to the best of existing scales, 
and was the result of a very careful survey 
of the needs of the people. The new 
minimum of 3s. for any child under five 
years, with graduated increases, was a great 
advance. In regard to the rent factor, it 
would be dangerous to lay down exact pay- 
ments. as that might be a direct incentive to 
" profiteering ” by landlords. 

The general principle observed in the 
regulations was that a man should not 
receive more for doing nothing than he would 
normally receive in his occupation at full 
work. If, however, the needs of a family 
could not be met, except by a sum which 
exceeded that which a man could earn when 
normally employed, it was the statutory duty 
of the Board to meet those needs. The total 
increased expenditure involved in the new 
scheme was about £8,000,000. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood (Labour) moved an 
amendment declaring that the regulations 
would be inadequate to ensure the main- 
tenance of unemployed persons and their 
dependents in health and physical efficiency. 

“Mr. Bevan (Labour) said that the 
Government were taking away from the dis- 
tressed areas by these regulations much more 
money than was going inte them. 


A PRINTER’S ERROR 

A curious situation arose a little later in 
debate. According to ruling already 
given, it was not permissable to modify the 
regulations, as printed, in any way, and it 
was left to Mr. Tom Smith (Labour) to use 
cover that there was an error in the regula- 
tions—the insertion of the word “that,” 
instead of “than.” He asked for the guid- 
ance of the chair. 

After some discussion Mr. Oliver Stanley 
pointed out that errors had occurred in bills, 


and alterations had been made without 
amendments being moved, As the House was 
surely 


responsible for printing the document, 
the House Ra correct the printer’s error. 

Mr. Lansbury (Labour) appealed. to Mr. 
Baldwin to allow the debate to be adjourned 
in order to decide whether this was really 
a printer's error or not. 

Mr. Baldwin said that he was ready to 
admit that the original document had one 
letter misplaced. He was prepared to ask 
the House to adjourn, and to provide a clean 
copy with “than,” instead of “that,” on 
the understanding that the Government should 
get the regulations on Wednesday night. 

The debate was then adjourned.
